KITTY HAWK, N. C. (if)—A half 
million do llar m useum to tell visi­ 
to rs the dram atic sto ry of the 
W right bro thers and their crea­ 
tion of the first airplane was en­ 
visaged Thursday as an elabo rate 
four-day celebratio n of aviatio n’s 
golden anniversary ended. 
Conrad Wirth, directo r of the N a­ 
tional 
P ark 
service, 
announced 
that funds totaling $107,000 had 
been donated by two private found­ 
ations and the state of North Caro ­ 
lina to acquire additional land at 
the W right M emorial, scene of the 
first flight.

Wirth said the park service is 
nearly ready to go fo rw ard with a 
cam paign to raise funds for the 
m useum . 
He said he hoped the aircraft 
industry and “ friends of aviatio n” 
would m ake donations for erection 
of a “ sim ple but com plete museum 
at the scene of the first flight so 
people can see what the W right 
brdHiers 
went 
through 
to 
ac­ 
complish what they did.” 
He announced the Old Dominion 
and Avalon 
foundations, 
created 
by the Jlellon fam ily, have agreed 
to put up $82,000 for the land ac­ 
quisition. 


The 
additional 
land, 
he 
said, 
would “ round o ut” the W right m e­ 
m orial area. It would bring into 
the park service pro perty the spot 
where the W rights’ plane landed 
on the longest of four flights it 
m ade on Dec. 17, 19 03. It also 
would provide a site for the m u­ 
seum , a better appro ach to the 
m em o rial area and space for a 
landing strip.

CHICAGO (JO — A wage dispute 
between the natio n’s railro ads and 
a rail union was settled Thursday 
with an agreem ent providing for 
a pay raise for some 200,000 work­ 
ers.

al five cents an hour was added 
to the present wage rates. It also 
provides that 13 cents added d ur­ 
ing the past two years under a 
cost of living escalato r clause be­ 
come part of the basic wage rate.

H e r^ -ye a r-o ld w astrel lo ver had 
words for none but her after both 
had prayed with two m inisters who 
attended the midnight execution. 
Hall died first, gulping in the 
poison fum es as if eager to end a 
wasted life. His death w as reco rd­ 
ed at 12:12 a. rn. 
Mrs. Heady seem ed 
reluctant. 
She appeared to hold her breath. 
Although she was unconscious aft­ 
er the first sniff, her lungs labo red 
for 2 m inutes and IO seconds after 
H al’s body had flum ped motion­ 
less.

Millio ns o f bales o f co tto n, 
tens o f millio ns o f bushels o f co rn, 23 times 
as much ry e as last y ear, nine times the v o l­ 
ume o f grain so rghums, a billio n po unds o f 
dairy pro ducts as well as lesser cro ps are 
being sheltered by the go v ernment under 
the lo an. 
Sto rage space has been filled to capacity 
and the go v ernment is subsidizing the co n­ 
structio n o f mo re. An additio nal 200,000,-
